noon receso today. 
H er testim ony all 
through wa« tinged w ith the sensa­ 
tional and wan discussed w ith g reat 
avidity in the dining room* of tho 
.Hotel W hitcom b where th e attorneys 
and witnesses in the case are stopping. 


Miss Kdwards’ testim ony lodged with 
. the clTeot of a Hdffltliaaif^ÍMhe adheres 
to her story when under tn S ^ earch in g 
crossquestioning of tho counsel for tin; 
people her evidence alone will spread 
disaster in the wall of testim ony built 
up by the people. 
Tho young lady h 
attractive in appearance, is rem ark­ 
ably intelligent and recited her story 
w ith wonderful accuracy. 


She began her testim ony with a re­ 
cital of her engagem ent with M ittan 
and then proceeded to relate the cir­ 
cum stances directly connected with the 
eases. 
She said -that on Sunday even­ 
ing, N ovem ber 1 .*», the-week of the ex­ 
press robbery, M ittan called a t her 
home near Niles and th eir conversation 
dw elt upon th eir proposed m arriage 
■ which 
they declared 
th a t evening 
should occur Thanksgiving day. 


T he witness told M ittan th at even­ 
ing th at she had only 
which would 
scarcely Ik ; suHleient to purchase her 
wedding dress, whereupon M ittan as­ 
sured h er th at th at fact need not delay 
th eir m arriage as he had plenty «if 
money and would bring h er some the 
following Tuesday evening, the «lav 
pr«‘ceding the robbery. 


On Tuesday evening M ittan calle«! 
again and delivered to the witness a 
roll of bills whieh he said was all they 
could spend’ for their wardrolx: and 
hous«! furnishings. 
T hey made all ar­ 
rangem ents on th at evening to go to 
South Bend- the lollowing Friday and 
make the necessary purchases. 
Mittan 
was nut certain of being able to get a 
leave of absence in which case Mi*s 
Kdwards was to Ik: actrompanied t«> 
South Bend by some mem ber of lirr 
family. 


A fter M ittan had departed Tit«>s«l¡i,v 
evening, November 17. Miss Kdwards, 
according to her testimony, count«*d 
th e mouey M ittan had given her and 
found th ere were IH50. 
She placed it 
in a trunk to which h er sibter, Addie, 
had excess and ret ired. 


The next m orning she was late to 
breakfast and her father rem arked 
th at if Delbert knew her habits he 
would not m arry her. 
T he conversa­ 
tion between father and daughter con­ 
tinue«! anti the form er s|>ok«» disparag­ 
ingly of the coming marriag«-, obj«‘Ct- 
imr iiecause M ittan had no money as he 
Wes informed. 


“ I Udd father that, his objections 
w ere not goo«!," said the witness; "th a t 
D elbert had money an«l had given me 
W50 last n ig h t.” 


On W ednesday night, Noveml*er If*, 
tho dat«; of the alleged robbery, Mittan 
again called on the witness ‘and t<*l«l 
her th at he had been granted perm is­ 
sion to leave and would a«;company her 
to South Lteml. 
On T hursday of tlu 
same week tho witness made collec­ 
tions in N iles for baking |»owder which 
she had sold there and among the 
money collected by h«*r was a 
bill. 
It is expectcd th at the defense will 
show th a t this bill was one of the $.'i 
notes which l.’ashicr C harles A. John­ 
son testilied was issiu'd by tin» First 
N ational bank Noveml»er 1*4, anti con­ 
trary to the: claim of the prosecution, 
was not a part of tho original packa, 
of bills givvn Miss Kdwards by M ittan? 
a fact which, if established would tend 
to show th at the money given Miss Kd­ 
wards by M ittan was not of his savings. 


T he witness related the incidents of 
th eir trip to South Mcud, clainitng 
jtliat th eir principal purchases were 
two pairs of shoes anil rubbers and a 
dress. 
Touching upon h er interview 
w ith C enerai A gent H artshorn, of the 
express conijiany Fritiav m orning Miss 
Kdwards «piotc«! H artshorn as saying 
th a t the robliery lav between three 
men, A gent Chamliers, D river M ittan 
and M essenger C arter. Mr. H artshorn 
is also charged with having asked the 
witness if she knew, th at M ittan had a 
rich uncle from whom he expected a 
fortuno s o u k ; day. 


W illiam 
Kdwards, fath«*r of Miss 
M attie, testilied to the samt! facts r«;- 
lated by his daughter, ami Miss Addie, 
a sister of M attie, stated th at on W ed­ 
nesday night, November 18, w hile look- 
* ing for ai article in M attie's trunk 
she came across tho t|Kkr«tl. 
Mlitwii (In Til« MtuiiU. 


D elbert K. M ittan took the witness 
Ntand a t •'! o ’clock th is afternoon and 
corroborated t he story tald by Miss 
M attie Kdwards. 
H is father was then 
callcd who testilied to have seen a 
large am ount of money in his son's 
trunk several weeks previous to the 
robbery and his m other corroborated 
this statem ent.

T he fact is th a t it is not a fact. 
St. Joseph is a faster town th an C hi­ 
cago, and It’s only a fraction of a sec­ 
ond behind Benton H arbor.

is sunrise a t St. Joseph it is scarcely 
daybreak a t Chicago and the sun goes 
down on St. Joseph first every night» 


A nother thing, and this doesn't sjKjak 
so well for Benton Harbors St. Joe Is 
way ahead of this city as an express 
point. 
In the larger cities the A m eri­ 
can express company owns th e horse 
and wagon used In delivering express. 
These wagons aro all built after the 
same pattern, painted the sam e-color, 
and are draw n by large, sleek horses. 
New York, San Francisco, Chicago and 
St. Joseph all use the same wagon. 
In 
Benton H arbor neither of tho express 
companies own a horse or wagon but 
tho express delivery is made by means 
of private drays.

As the trial of D elbert K. M ittan for 
the em bezzlem ent of $2,000 from the 
A m erican express company a t N iles 
progresses in the circuit court the mys­ 
tery in which the case has ever been 
shrouded deeiiens and but few people 
have any Conlidtfnce in the ability of 
the law yers or the court to |»enetratc 
the vagueness and lincarth tho hidden 
facts concerning th e missing $2,000. 


If M tttun is convictcd it m ust bo on 
evidence entirely and 
unm istakably 
circum stantial. T he strongest evidence 
against M ittan, it is acknowledged, is 
the discovery of larg«: sums of money 
in his (tossession. 
However, if the de 
fense succeeds in convincing tho jury 
that it was (lossible for the accused to 
have .saved from the hire of his lalH»r 
an am ount cuuul to th at fouud in his 
|H>ssession c«mviction seems impossible. 
T he fact, as intimakHl by tho defense 
yesterday, th at th ere are o th er sources 
by which the package «»f money could 
have disappeared cannot lie denied, and 
conviction in M ittan's «*ase hinges on 
illegibility of tho prosecution to show 
th a t the circum stances pointing to his 
guilt are stronger than In the case of 
tho o th er employes of the express «’om- 
pany who handled the missing money 
rhi* fa«*t of M ittan bidding a receipt 
th at t«'stithis to the money 
having 
passed from his hands is greatly in his 
favor and will probably have consider­ 
able w eight with the jury. 


The free«lom w ith which M ittan a«*- 
knowh'dged to the ¡officials «>f tlie ex 
press company the jMjssession of money 
and his w illingness to open his trim 
and r«!V«*a! to th e view of t he ollicials 
the same has a t«?n«leney to im press 
many people th a t his story of having 
saved tho money from his «‘arniugs 
true. 
T he probabilities are th at tin 
m ysterious ¿isappoarancc «>f the $2.000 
will never be «dcared up.

A t the conclusion of the intr«sluct i«m 
of testim ony by tho prosecution yestcr 
day aft«'rn«»on Lawyer LamlwTt. repre- 
s«-nting the «lefeutlant, caused a slight 
furor by urging «tf th<; court that Mit­ 
tan Is* dismissed, offering as a reason 
for such a«‘ti«m th at tin* prosecution 
had not pr«xluc<'(l siiflii’ieiit evhlonce of 
th«.* defem lant’s guilt to w arrant th«? 
court in subm itting the case to the 
jurv. 
T he neopl«*, sai«l the attorney, 
had shown that th«* American express 
company had lost *2000 but tin* testi- 
nmuy iiitro<luced «li«l not indicate th at 
M ittan was any deeper im plicated or 
couhl more reasonably Ik; connected 
w ith tho disappearance of the money 
thun a half dozen «»ther nfen. 
None « I f 
the mouey found In M ittan's |M>ss«.'ssion 
had Iwen identified as a part of the 
«»rigiual $2.<HHI pa«*kage. and the «*vi- 
dence against the nt'ciised. as a whole, 
was so weak th a t a jury ought not to b«* 
asked to passu|>on it. 
Judge Coolidge, 
Imwever, viewed the m atter difTorently 
He denied the motion of th«* attorney 
and instructed the «h-fense t«* pr«»ce«’il 
with the intr«slucti«in of testimoiiy if 
it had any.

His m anner in express­ 
ing his positiveness on the point of 
M ittan's ouality of honesty provoked 
many smiles. 
He stilted that. M ittan 
was I’cceived into the most exclusive 
circle of Niles society and was regarded 
with g reat adm iration. 
Incidentally 
he rem arked that 00 per cent of tin* 
H'ople of Niles believed th«* accused 
nnocent. 
W hen cross«|Ucstioned he 
was forced to adm it th a t he had never 
conversed with any one regarding Mit­ 
tan's honesty ami as to the general 
opinion on th a t point lie was not, in­ 
formed. 
His inform ation was obtained 
from a personal perusal of the young 
m an’s character, th«; w itness' acknowl­ 
edging th at lie was a ch aracter reader. 
It was order«*«! by the court that the 
w itness’ testim ony so far as it «'on- 
cerned M ittan's general reputation for 
lioiM’sty lie stricken out for tlu; ivason 
th at knowledge as to that fact could lie 
obtained only by conv«‘i*sation with 
people who knew the defendant.

The new m eters aro arranged on tho 
same principal a* a nlckel-ln-a-slot 
machine only Instead of a nickel the 
consumer drops a q u arter in and his 
m eter will reg ister 170 feet of gas which 
Is paid for. 
W hen this Is burned he 
again drops a «quarter and he has 170 
feet more. 


Secretary Morton of th e gas company 
says th re Is a g reat dem and for these 
m eters, for various good reasons. 
A 
man wont owe a gin bill; he gets his 
gus at tho lowest rate and it is m uch 
easier to pay a «inarter th an It Is to pay 
th ree or four dollars.

It Was a Satire on the «lostlea IMspeased 
by 8lr Peter Kdlln—The Poet Artist Took 
a Park HlmMlf—A Socialist Beneflt Per- 
fnriiianee. 


On the sobjocfc of the theater, an oii- 
thnsiastio young first nighter \vc>uld 
probably have given M oñis up after the 
first attem pt to gather his opinion of 
“ The Second Mrs. Tauqueray” as an 
ordinary citizen who bad never formed 
the habit of playgoing, and neither knew 
nor oared utiything about the theater 
except as a treat for children once a year 
during the pautom iiie season. B ut Mor­ 
ris would baVe w ritten for tho stage if 
there Imd Iften any stage tliat a poet and 
artist could \vrito for. W hen the Bucial- 
ist league once proposed to raise the 
wind by a dram atic entertainm ent and 
sugKCStod th a t he should provide tho 
play, be not to a t onco and provided it. 


Afid w hat kind of filay was it? Was 
it a miracle play on the lines of tho.se 
soeiies in the Towneley mysteries bo- 
tween tho “ shepherds abiding in the 
field,” which ho used to quoto with 
great relish as bis idea of a good bit of 
comedy? Not at all. it was a topituii ex­ 
travaganza, entitled “ Nnpkins Awak­ 
ened,” the chief “ character parts” be­ 
ing Sir Peter Edlin, Tennyson and an 
imagimiry archbishop of Canterbury. 
Sir Peter owed the complim ent to hi.s 
activity at th at tim e in seiuling H(H!Íal- 
ists to pri.son on charges of “ obstruc­ 
tion,” which was alw ays proved by get­ 
ting a policeman to swear tluit if any 
passerby or vehicle bad wished to puss 
over tiie particular spot in a thorough­ 
fare ou which the speaker or bis audi­ 
ence happened to be standing their pres 
enee would liave obstructed bim. 


Tliis contention, w hich was regarded 
as quite sensible and uminswerable i>y 
the newspapers of the day, was put into 
a nutshell in the course of Sir Peter’s | 
sum ming up iu tho play. “ In fact, gen­ 
tlemen, it is a m atter of grave doubt 
w hether we aro not all of usconfinually 
com m itting thisotfense from our cradles 
to our graves. ” This speecdi. wiñci» tlie 
real Sir Peter of course never nuide, 
though ho certainly would have done so 
had ho bad w it enough to see tho ab> 
surdity of solemnly sending a nntn to 
prison for two m onths because anotiier 
man could not w alk through him, es­ 
pecially when it w ould have been so 
easy to lot^k iiiui up for three months on 
Monn) respeotablo pretext, w ill probably 
keep Sir Peter’s memory green wiieu all 
bia actual judicial utterances are forgot­ 
ten. 


Aa to Tennyson, M orris took a social­ 
ist who happened to combino the riglit 
sort of beard witli u melancholy temper­ 
am ent and drilled him in a certain por­ 
tentous incivility of sim;(h íi whiuli, taken 
from tho quality of bis remarks, tiirew 
a light on M orris’ opinion of Tennyson 
whicii was all tho more instructive be­ 
cause bo delighted iu Tennysou’a ver.'ie 
as keenly us Wagner dellghte«! in the 
musio of Mendelssohn, whoso credit for 
qualities of larger scope ho nevertheless 
wrote down and destroyed. 


M orris played tho ideal Archbishop 
himself, 
lie made no attem pt to make 
up tho part in tiie ordimtry stage fasli- 
ion. Ho always contended th at no moro 
was necessary for stage illusion than 
some indistinct conventional symbol, 
such as a halo for a saint, a crotik fur a 
bishop, or. if you liked, a cloak and 
dagger for the villain and a red wig for 
the comedian. 
A pair of clerical bauds 
and black stockings prtM>iaimed tlieArcb- 
bishop. 
The rest ho did by obliterating 
bis humor and ititelligence und present­ 
ing bia own person to the audience like 
a lantern w ith tho light blown out, w ith 
a dull absorptiou iu bis own dignity 
which several m inutes of the wildest 
«creaming laughter a t him when be en­ 
tered could not disturb. 
1 laughed im ­ 
moderately myself, and 1 cun still see 
quite clearly tiie long top fltxir of that 
warehouse iu tho Farringdcm road as I 
saw it in glimpses between my parox­ 
ysms, w ith Morris gravely on the stage 
in liis bands at one end; Mrs. Stillman, 
a tail and beautiful ligure, rising like a 
delicato spire abovo ii sky line of city 
chimney pots, a t the other, and a m ot­ 
ley sea of rolling, w allow ing, gulTawiug 
socialists between. 


Tliere bus been no other such snooess- 
fnl first night w itiiiu living memory, I 
believe, but 1 remt'mber only one dra­ 
ma! iu critio who took care to lie present 
— W illiam Archer. M orris was so inter- 
ested by bis experim ent iu this sort of 
composition th at he for some time talk ­ 
ed of trying liis imnd a t a serious dram a 
aial would no doubt have done it bud 
there been any practical i»ccusiou for it 
or any means of consummating it by 
stago representation under proper condi­ 
tions w itliout spending more tim e on 
the job than it was worth. Later, at one 
of the animal festivities of the Humiuor- 
sm ith S(M!Íalist society, be played tho 
old gentlem an in tin« bath cliair in a 
short piece culled “ The Duchess of Bays- 
w ater" (not by hiiuüidt), which once 
served its turn at the ilayinarkct us a 
ourtuin raiser. 
It w as impossible for 
such a born teller and devourer of sto 
ries as be was to be indifferent to an art 
whioli is nothing more than tiie mcMl 
vivid and real of all ways of story tell­ 
ing.
